thcni up in the hand.« of a fuw. In doing «o 
wo have niainlaincd that a contrary policy 
would act injuriously towards the best inter- 
ests of these colonies, by giving an undue 
preponderence to capitalists over theindepen~ 
dant working man, ood thus preventing the 
eettlf men! of the country, whilst the mines ai e 
still unexhausted.

Nor will sbu depart from the 
principle she has aiinpled to suit the whim-' 
or wishes of eillicr eXNOrimoniali-its or specu- 
lalor.s to the injury o( the hard working minii.g 
public who arc now building Up that country 
Driven from every position it first-occupied, 
oar coniempnrary is forced, at last, to full back 
upon the petition of tbe Grand jjary of Wil 
liauis Creek for support. By a garbled selee- 
tion und patchingtogether ol cxtraols from that 
document, it manages to make the jury men 
give a quasi support lo Ihe position taken up 
by mining speculators. But alter all huve 
:ev0n.thB Grand juryat VVilliuma Creek souahi 
for the coiiTcrsiiin of mining claiinK into real 
estate. There is not a «vord in the document, 
so fur as we have yet seen, that c:il' ' for such 
a change as that. Not a senleiico (jiiot«d 
by our criteinporary will neees-iMrily b-uj lo 
that inferonce. Kven if it di 1. wluit are Ihe 
arguments produced in favor of so greal a 
change;' Not a single i)..e. It is not even 
iice.es.-ary for the purpose of making thai 
spcciis ol property negotiable and mortgage- 
able; personal property generally, is just as 
negotiable as real estate. It is not necessary 
even lor iho purpose of encouraging the iii- 
v-'sirnciit of capital. Capital has bepn and 
is inve.-ited in every other gold mining country 
of any nole, without such provisions. It i.-! 
not ubsoluiely necessary for securing to the 
merobant payment for the supplies be may 
advance lo cloim owners, for in every case 
where a claim is worth anylhing, the creditor 
might come to his own in anollier manner, 
without trenching upon thopriiici|>lo of allow- 
ing only a limited number of claims to be 
held by any individual in n district — and 
that is by a well regulated lien law ur — if 
that should not bs found acccptablo— by an 
attacbment law similar to that of California.

That meetings are held, speeches made ami 
publications pprend abroad, tho tendency ol 
all which is to bring about a cohlhci belwecii 
the black and wdiito races. 

That in the event ot these reiterated ap- 
peals to the negioes to rise being listened 10 
by them, tho persons and properties ol the 
under-sifiied would be placed in serious 
peril. 

That this danger is increased by the con- 
dition in whicil the uuLlersi'ined aro placed 
by the mdeis ol the Coinmani'.cr-in-t.'hief of 
this Deiiartmeiit. who has taluMi away all the 
arms with which ttiey could defend them- 
selves. 

That circumstances may at any inonieni 
ariv;e, either owing li the deijaitnre uf the 
United Stales Iroups toeucuunter the enemy, 
or the evacuation id ihis place after anine 
engagement in wh.ch the National lloverii- 
moiit might be found peifcctly unable to 
nllord the protection which the undersigned 
have a right to demand. 

For tlieso reasons they address themselves 
to you, .Mr. Vice Consul, to beg of you to 
submit Id the (ioveriiinont of the French 
Eini.eror the criiieal position in which we aro
